The 
cutter Ossippee also left its Portland, 
Me., base to aid the De Bardeleben. 
The ship was w ithout a cargo when 
caught in alm ost the center of the 
storm which has been sweeping the 
A tlantic coast for two days. 
Two coast guard boats were ru sh ­ 
ing to the rescue of the steam er San 
Angelo, 90 miles northeast of Cape 
Henry. It sent out a distress call re­ 
porting fire in her hold last night. The 
blaze later was reported u n d er con­ 
trol. 
Anxiety w as felt for the 
missing 
steam er N orw alk bound from New 
York to Richmond, Va., with a crew of 
22 men. She last was sighted S atur­ 
day at the peak of the storm off Dela­ 
w are breakw ater. 
The ocean-going tug Mars, with a 
crew of 18 men, left Norfolk, Va., Sat­ 
urday for Deepwater, N. J., with a 
barge in tow. 
The coast guard also reported the 
waterlogged schooner Nomis 12 miles 
off F rying P an Shoals lighthouse in 
N orth Carolina was kept afloat by its 
cargo of lumber.

berg, county auditor as chairm an. O th­ 
er m em bers are Elm er Olson, cashier, 
Citizens State bank and Eai I L. Rich- 
olson, Brainerd, Route No. I, president 
of the Crow W ing county farm bureau, 
and E. G. Roth, county agent. 
F arm ers wishing to apply for loans 
m ust secure official application blanks 
which will be available at the follow­ 
ing points in the county: any bank in 
the county, from any one of the com­ 
m ittee or from County Agent R oth's 
office. 
These blanks m ust be tilled out 
ompletely in triplicate, and subm itted 
to the county loan com mittee, together 
with a prom issory note, fully executed 
for the am ount of the loan, payable on 
or before N ovem ber 30, 1932, with in ­
